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Glasnost  and  Perestroika:  A Perspective

Today  there  is  so  much  talk  and 
anticipation  about  improving  the 
U.S. -Soviet  relationship.  On 
December  28,  my  wife,  Ermelinda,  and  I 
found  ourselves  in  a group  of  28  church 
people  from  all  over  the  U.S.  A.  (including 
one  from  Canada)  in  a journey  of 
reconciliation  to  the  Soviet  Union  and 
Poland. 

Our  group  was  diverse,  representing 
various  professions  and  religious  groups. 
All  of  us  believed  in  peace.  Our  purpose 
in  this  trip  was  to  help  demolish  the  wall 
between  America  and  the  Soviet  Union  for 
the  establishment  of  world  peace  and  better 
understanding. 

The  Soviet  Union,  which  was  organized 
in  1922  with  Moscow  as  the  capital,  is 
composed  of  15  member  countries  with  a 
total  population  of  280  million.  Russia  has 
140  million.  The  Soviet  Union  began  with 
the  great  revolution  in  1917  led  by  Lenin 
to  establish  a classless  society. 

As  we  passed  through  hall  after  hall  with 
walls  and  ceilings  gilded  with  solid  gold 
at  the  Hermitage  Museum  in  Leningrad, 
Olga,  our  own  guide,  said  thoughtftilly, 
“Now  you  understand  why  we  had  the 


Bolshevik  Revolution  ....  the  aristocra- 
cy lived  in  excesses  at  the  expense  of  the 
poor.” 

Indeed,  Lenin  is  well  loved  and  revered 
by  Russians.  My  wife  asked  a student  in 
a school  we  visited,  “Do  you  like 
Lenin?”,  and  her  quick  answer  was,  “Of 
course.”  There  are  documents  unearthed 
recently  in  which  Lenin  indicated  that 
Stalin  was  not  the  man  to  succeed  him,  but 
somehow  Stalin  took  over  Just  the  same. 

It  was  during  the  time  of  Stalin  and 
others  after  him  when  gross  injustices  and 
atrocities  were  committed  in  the  system. 
Today,  radical  changes  are  taking  place  to 
improve  the  situation  under  the  leadership 
of  Mikhail  Gorbachev.  His  glasnost  and 
perestroika  are  sweeping  the  Soviet  Union. 

Glasnost  is  a new  concept  of 
“openness”,  “to  bring  the  hidden  ones 
into  the  open”  and  giving  more  freedom 
to  the  Soviet  people.  It  is  something  like 
what  Pope  John  the  XXIII  meant  at  Vatican 
Council  II  when  he  said,  “Let  the  fresh  air 
enter  the  (Roman  Catholic)  Church”. 
Perestroika  is  the  restructuring  of  the 
system,  particularly  the  economic  system 
within  the  framework  of  the  Soviet  Union. 
Vladimir  Posner,  the  counterpart  of  our 
Phil  Donahue  in  the  U.S.,  in  a dialogue 
with  our  group  in  Tallin,  Estonia,  said 
something  to  the  effect  that  if  glasnost  and 
perestroika  fail,  there  would  hardly  be  any 


hope  for  peace  in  the  near  future  between 
America  and  the  Soviet  Union. 

In  mostly  zero  temperatures  and  several 
inches  of  snow  in  Moscow,  we  walked 
through  the  Kremlin  and  the  Red  Square. 
We  viewed  the  tomb  of  Lenin,  the  KGB 
building  and  the  building  where  Gorbachev 
keeps  office  and  we  took  the  troika  ride  at 
the  winter  festival. 

In  Tallin,  we  visited  the  Old  City  and 
viewed  the  Gulf  of  Finland,  with  Helsinki 
almost  within  sight.  Leningrad  offered  the 
richest  sight-seeing  city  tour  which 
included  the  Hermitage  Museum  with 
some  three  million  treasures  from  the 
works  of  Da  Vinci,  Michaelangelo, 
Picasso,  and  Rembrandt,  and  the  Palace  of 
Catherine  the  Great  in  Puskin  with  its  own 
magnificent  collection  of  similar  treasures. 

In  Vilnius,  we  visited  the  Revolution 
Monument  and  some  centuries  old 
Catholic  churches.  And  in  Warsaw, 
Poland,  we  witnessed  the  nerve  center  of 
the  solidarity  movement  and  felt  its  impact 
upon  the  Polish  people. 

More  meaningful  than  seeing  these 
tourist  spots,  however,  were  our  direct  and 
personal  contacts  with  the  Soviets. 
Contrary  to  our  expectations  as  Americans 
in  the  land  of  the  enemy,  we  found  the 
Soviet  people  to  be  kind,  helpful,  gracious, 
honest  and  well  disciplined.

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Our  own  apprehensions  began  to  melt 
away  upon  our  arrival  at  the  Moscow 
airport  when  customs  officials  let  us  go 
through  without  opening  and  inspecting 
our  luggage.  Our  team  met  with 
individuals  and  groups,  visited  homes, 
farms,  churches,  and  schools;  rode  the 
street  cars  and  Metro  (No  graffiti  on  the 
walls  at  all!)  and  talked  to  people  of  various 
ages  and  walks  of  life.  It  was  safe  to  walk 
in  the  streets  even  late  at  night. 

Lest  I be  misunderstood,  America  is  still 
a much  better  place  in  which  to  live.  The 
freedom  that  we  enjoy  here  is  phenomenal; 
but  freedom  and  responsibility  must  go 
together.  It  is  the  values  we  choose  and  the 
way  we  live  that  matter.  In  an  eclectic  way, 
we  can  learn  from  them  and  they  can  learn 
from  us. 

We  noticed  that  people  were  happy  and 
contented  in  their  own  way.  Our  luggage 
was  handled  efficiently  and  not  a piece  or 
item  was  lost  in  transit.  Every  time  I 
entered  our  hotel  room,  I turned  on  the  TV 
and  did  not  see  any  violence.  The  emphasis 
in  their  programs  was  culture  and  physical 
fitness.  We  were  told  that  there  is  little 
juvenile  delinquency  or  dope. 

Alcoholism  is  a problem  so  package 
stores  are  opened  only  two  hours  a day  in 
an  effort  to  control  the  sale  of  liquor. 
Policemen  moved  around  without  side 
arms  or  guns.  In  Moscow,  there  is  an 
average  of  only  1 to  3 killings  a week  in 
a city  of  nine  million  people,  which  is  very 
low  compared  to  big  cities  of  the  world. 

Although  some  government  officials  said 
otherwise,  we  did  not  see  slums  or  extreme 
poverty.  The  Soviet  apartments  are  small 
and  crowded.  Oftentimes,  the  people  had 
to  line  up  for  meat  and  some  other  basic 
needs.  Everybody  is  an  employee  of  the 
government;  there  is  no  unemployment.  I

Everybody  works,  everybody  has 
something  to  live  on. 

There  is  no  complete  religious  freedom 
in  the  Soviet  Union  as  would  be  expected 
in  a communist  system.  Most  of  the 
churches  were  taken  over  by  the 
government  during  the  revolution  and  used 
for  storage,  museums  and  offices. 

Communists  believe  that  religion  is  a 
hindrance  to  progress.  Only  about  1/3  of 
the  churches  are  functioning  as  such. 
About  70%  of  those  in  attendance  are  old 
women  and  the  common  saying  is  that 
“religion  is  transmitted  through 
grandmothers.”  The  services  are  highly 
liturgical,  appealing  to  the  senses  and 
emotions. 

Outside  the  churches,  the  Christians  are 
forbidden  from  engaging  in  outreach 
programs.  And  yet  about  80%  of  the 
Soviet  people  are  baptized  Christians, 
including  some  Communists.  The  Russian 
Orthodox  Church  is  the  largest  religious 
group  with  a sprinkling  of  Roman 
Catholics,  Methodists,  Presbyterians,  and 
some  Pentecostals.  “Baptist,”  which  is  the 
most  visible,  is  a catch-all  word  to  embrace 
other  evangelicals  not  included  among  the 
major  Protestant  groups. 

We  took  every  opportunity  to 
sense  the  feelings  of  people 
wherever  we  went;  we  did  not 
come  across  any  person  who  was  not  for 
peace.  In  a high  school  that  we  visited,  we 
sat  around  tables  arranged  in  a U-shape 
with  chairs  on  both  sides  so  that  we  could 
talk  one-to-one  with  the  students, 
particularly  about  our  mutual  concern  for 
peace. 

Valeria,  a young  and  attractive  Russian 
student  said  in  disgust  when  we  were  about 
to  part,  “Why  does  this  have  to  end?”  Our 


own  Samantha  Smith,  the  9-year-ol 
American  girl  who  was  invited  to  th 
USSR  by  Andropov,  is  memorialized  inc 
Soviet  postage  stamp  for  her  peace-makimi 
effort. 

We  tried  to  commiserate  with  the  people 
whenever  it  was  appropriate.  Leningrad 
the  most  beautiful  and  most  devastated  cit}, 
in  Russia,  lost  about  a million  people  in 
the  “900-day  seize  of  Leningrad”  by  tfe 
Nazis  in  World  War  11.  Our  group  laic| 
floral  offerings  and  held  a candlelighj 
service  at  their  memorial  shrine.  We  di(j 
the  same  thing  at  the  Jewish  Ghetto  iij 
Warsaw  where  about  5(X),(XX)  Jews  werc( 
exterminated  by  gas  chamber.  In  tha 
communion  service  we  used  leavenetj 
bread  to  symbolize  the  bread  of  life  thej 
Jews  were  deprived  of  The  scars  of  wa^ 
are  still  visible  in  many  places. 

Perhaps  our  closest  and  most  intense 
contact  during  the  whole  trip  was  wit! 
Galya,  our  principal  guide  in  the  Sovie,  / 
Union.  She  is  a member  of  the  Communis; 
Party.  But  she  seemed  so  impressed 
our  group  and  what  we  were  doing.  Sb;  . 
followed  us  even  into  the  churches  aa 
attended  some  of  our  evaluation  meetings 
at  night  where  we  shared  our  experience 
and  impressions.  At  the  time  of  parting  I 
Galya  said  tearfully  and  with  a quivering  ; 
voice,  “Maybe  God  sent  you  to  me,  o' 
God  sent  me  to  you  ...  I love  you  all.’ 

Glasnost  and  perestroika  are  two  vibranj 
and  magical  words  that  pervade  the  U.S. 
Soviet  relationship  today.  They  are  word 
that  signal  the  beginning  of  a new  attitude 
a new  perspective,  and  an  improved  stano 
in  the  Soviet-U.S.  relationship.  There  i 
an  air  of  optimism  for  world  peace  as  ai 
alternative  to  nuclear  war.  The  Nev 
Testament  is  a book  of  reconciliation.  Le 
us  give  peace  a chance! 
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Evelyn  and  William  Banks 
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tl  you  have  knowledge,  let  others 
e light  their  candles  at  it.  ’ ’

: staff,  benefactors  and  friends  have  strived 
' for  152  years  to  keep  strong  the  mission 
of  providing  an  outstanding  educational 
environment  for  women.  Two  people, 
Evelyn  and  William  Banks,  shine  out 
among  Wesleyan’s  numerous  supporters. 
Not  so  much  for  their  individual  efforts  to 
promote  Wesleyan,  but  for  their 
“togetherness’’  as  a couple  in  all  their 
endeavors. 

“They  were  together  in  everything  they 
did,”  said  their  son,  William  Nathaniel 
Banks,  Jr,  a playwright  and  author  of 


historical  articles.  “They  loved  one 
another  and  shared  the  same  interests.’’ 

One  common  interest  the  Banks  shared 
was  Wesleyan.  Both  of  them  served  on  the 
Wesleyan  board  of  trustees  and  spent  many 
hours  working  for  the  College  and  her 
students. 

Mr.  Banks  served  on  the  board  of 
trustees  for  23  years.  He  was  general 
chairman  of  the  Second  Century  Fund 
Committee  and  is  credited  for  helping  to 
buy  Wesleyan  back  from  the  bondholders. 
Mr.  Banks  also  contributed  generously  to 
increase  the  number  of  books  at  the 
library.  His  generosity  inspired  others  to 
give  gifts  to  Wesleyan. 

In  1950,  friends  of  Mr.  Banks  were  so 
touched  by  his  dedication  to  the  College, 
they  endowed  the  William  N.  Banks  Chair 
of  United  States  Literature,  now  known  as 
the  William  N.  Banks  Chair  of  American 


Literature.  That  same  year,  the  trustees 
named  Banks  Dormitory  for  both  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  William  Banks  in  appreciation  of 
their  devotion  to  Wesleyan. 

Mrs.  Banks  represented  the  alumnae  on 
the  board  of  trustees  from  1957-60  and 
then  was  elected  trustee  at  large  of  the 
College  in  1961.  Concerned  with 
preserving  Old  Wesleyan,  Mrs.  Banks 
personally  visited  the  Rockefeller 
Foundation  and  planned  the  promotion  that 
resulted  in  the  Conservatory  becoming  a 
state  landmark  in  1959. 

William  Nathaniel  Banks  grew  up  in  a 
home  of  Wesleyan  graduates.  His  mother, 
Theopa  Bobo  Banks,  graduated  in  1878. 
Two  sisters,  Lucille  Banks  Snead  ’01  and 
Mary  Frances  Banks  ’07,  were 
Wesleyannes  as  were  three  sisters-in-law, 
Bessie  Cotton  Banks  ’01,  Tommie  White

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A Giant  Step  For  Womankind

On  the  evening  of  April  29  prior  to  the 
baccalaureate  service^  Freda  Kaplan 
Nadler  '26  gave  the  following  address  to 
the  graduating  seniors,  their  families, 
friends  and  the  Wesleyan  community  at  the 
site  of  the  historical  marker.

The  only  living  life,”  wrote  Eugene 
O’Neill,  “is  in  the  past  and  in  the 
future.  The  present  is  but  an 
interlude,  strange  interlude,  in  which  we 
call  on  past  and  future  to  bear  witness  that 
we  are  really  living.” 

In  this  present  wonderful  interlude,  this 
great  year  of  1988,  we  rejoice  in  the 
attainment  of  the  goals  of  the  Wesleyan 
College  Campaign  for  Advancement.  We 
can  rest  content  that  Wesleyan’s  future  is 
assured  for  years  to  come.  We  have  the 
pledge  and  the  commitment  to  move 
ahead,  strong  in  the  conviction  that  our 
women  of  tomorrow  will  be  solid 
achievers,  the  leaders  of  our  country  and 
world. 

This  early  evening  in  May  we  pay  tribute 
to  the  1988  graduating  class  of  Wesleyan 
College,  who  tomorrow  will  commence  a 
new  life  in  the  world  of  the  future.  But  we 
cannot  salute  the  predictable  future  without 
rejoicing  in  the  firm  foundation  of  the  past. 
We  hereby  call  on  this  past  to  bear  witness, 
in  the  words  of  the  famous  playwright,  that 
we  are  really  living. 

We  gather,  this  Baccalaureate  Eve,  on 
what  many  think  of  as  hallowed  ground, 
the  very  spot  where  stood  the  first  college 
in  the  world  chartered  to  grant  degrees  to 
women.  This  was  to  be  not  a seminary,  not 
a finishing  school,  but  a college.  If  putting 
a man  on  the  moon,  in  our  day,  was  a giant 
leap  for  mankind,  certainly  Georgia’s  bold 
and  novel  act  was  a giant  step  for 
womankind. 

Many  did  not  believe  that  ladies  could 
learn.  The  three  ministers  and  a layman 
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who  tramped  the  state  soliciting  funds  met 
with  many  rebuffs.  One  man  refused  to 
contribute  and  vowed  he  would  never  take 
to  wife  one  of  those  educated  females,  as 
she  might  attempt  to  tell  him  how  to  build 
a pigpen  by  mathematical  rules!  Could  he 
envision  the  day  when  Wesleyan  women 
mastered  computers? 

They  had  a rough  time,  those  early 
educational  astronauts,  as  they  plunged 
into  an  uncharted  sea.  The  marker  does  not 
reveal  this,  nor  does  it  reveal  that  they  had 
courage,  hope,  faith  and  friends,  including 
eight  generous  Georgia  men  who  saved  the 
College  from  being  put  up  for  sale  shortly 
after  its  opening. 

On  that  historic  opening  day,  many 
Maconites  assembled  on  Encampment 
Hill,  half  way  between  the  city’s  business 
section  and  the  village  of  Vineville,  to  see 
90  young  ladies,  accompanied  by  proud 
parents,  register  for  admission.  Also 
enrolled  were  30  pupils  of  Thomas  B. 
Slade,  hired  on  the  first  faculty,  who 
brought  along  two  teachers  and  the 
enrollment  from  his  Academy  in  Clinton, 
GA.  These  advanced  students  made 
possible  a graduating  class  on  July  26, 
1840. 

Can  you  who  are  to  graduate  tomorrow 
envision  that  first  commencement,  there  in 
the  chapel  which  stretched  across  the  entire 
third  floor  of  the  original  building?  Did 
those  graduates,  in  their  modest  white 
dresses,  realize  they  were  making  history, 
that  the  sheepskin  awarded  to  the  girl 
alphabetically  first  on  the  list,  Catherine 
Brewer  (later  Mrs.  Benson),  would 
eventually  land  in  the  College  vault, 
treasured  as  the  first  diploma  awarded  by 
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the  first  college  in  the  world  to  gra.  ^ 
degrees  to  women? 

We  know  that  the  plan  for  Georgij 
Female  College  began  as  a civic  projec ' P 
but  early  on  it  became  the  special  intere 
of  the  Methodist  Church.  In  1843,  its  nair 
was  changed  to  Wesleyan  Female  College 
and  in  1919  to  Wesleyan  College.  We  rea 
the  oldest  sororities  were  founded  here  ani  ^ 
the  first  alumnae  association  came  ini! 
being  here  in  1859. 

A proper  chapel,  with  stately  Corinthia  _ 
columns,  was  built  and  named  for  Geor^j 
Foster  Pierce,  who,  at  28,  served  as  fir!  ( 
president  and  later  became  a bishop. 

The  sixties  brought  the  War  Between  tlj  E 
States  and  hard  times.  Many  college  I 
closed  their  doors,  but  valiant  Wesley^l  a 
carried  on,  selling  the  parlor  furniture  arl  ’ 
the  iron  safe,  accepting  lard  and  other  fan 
products  in  exchange  for  tuition,  taking  ; 
war  refugees  as  boarders.  One  of  thes 
Mary  Day,  came  with  her  father,  and  w f ^ 
courted  by  Sidney  Lanier  with  his  flute  ar|  \ 
poetry.  After  the  surrender,  a Yanktl 
financier,  George  I.  Seney,  gave  Wesleyi;  J 
its  first  substantial  gift  of  mone;> 
$125,000,  to  help  heal  the  wounds  of  wa 
Victorian  porches  and  towers  were  addti 
to  the  Georgian  building,  and  a new  e: 
began. 

I came  along  in  1922.  My  sister,  wl 
had  spent  her  freshman  year  at  f 
University  of  Chicago,  graduated  in  191 
and  taught  at  Wesleyan  that  next  year, 
inherited  her  love  of  the  College.  I cou 
not  wait  to  study  with  her  favorite  teacher

proper  lead,  to  have  a nose  for  news,  and 
that  a lady  never  sat  on  the  edge  of  a desk. 

When  we  young  lady  journalists  were 
required  to  write  a feature  article,  I chose 
for  my  personality  sketch  Mr.  Harry 
Stillwell  Edwards,  famed  author.  Mr. 
Edwards  said  he  had  been  born  by  the 
sound  of  the  Wesleyan  bell  on  College 
Street,  that  he  went  to  school  by  the  sound 
of  the  Wesleyan  bell,  and  that  he  grew  up 
and  married  a Wesleyan  belle.  I,  who  lived 
as  a child  on  Magnolia  Street  at  the  foot 
of  College  Hill,  used  to  paraphrase  him, 
saying,  “I  woke  up  by  the  sound  of  the 
Wesleyan  bell,  went  to  sleep  by  the  sound 
of  the  Wesleyan  bell,  and  grew  up  to 
become  a Wesleyan  belle,  or  rather  a 
Wesleyan  girl.” 

And  what  a joy  it  was  to  be  a Wesleyan 
girl  in  the  20’ s!  Even  as  a town  girl,  I 
entered  into  campus  life.  I ate  many  meals 
in  the  dining  room  - the  favorite  dish  of 
the  girls  was  mashed  potatoes  with 
ketchup!  I attended  Chapel,  compulsory 
five  days  a week,  with  faculty  members

Banks  ’06  and  Janie  Johnson  Banks  ’21. 
Later  a niece  and  great  niece  of  Mr.  Banks 
attended  Wesleyan,  Elizabeth  Banks  Jarrell 
’26  and  Betty  Jarrell  Oetjend  ’53. 

Mr.  Banks  graduated.  Phi  Beta  Kappa, 
from  Emory  University  in  1903  at  the  age 
of  19.  “After  father  graduated,  he  aspired 
to  be  a teacher,”  said  William  Banks,  Jr. 
“But  he  was  needed  at  home,  so  he  went 
into  the  family  textile  business,  Grantville 
Mills.” 

Seven  years  later,  Nathaniel  Overtone 
Banks  died,  and  William  Banks,  then  26, 
became  the  youngest  mill  president  in  the 
country.  He  was  president  of  Grantville 
Mills  for  45  years.  During  the  course  of 
his  lifetime,  he  served  as  president  for 
three  textile  mills  and  was  the  director  of 
numerous  companies.  An  invaluable  asset 
to  Mr.  Banks’  successful  career  was  his 
distant  cousin  and  neighbor,  Mary  Evelyn 
Wright,  whom  he  married  in  1917. 

Born  in  Coweta  County  in  1893  to  U.S. 
Congressman  W.C.  Wright  and  Pauline 


taking  turns  leading  the  service. 
Sometimes,  Professor  Joseph  Maerz,  head 
of  the  Conservatory  of  Music,  would 
charm  us  with  his  Chopin,  or  his  wife 
would  play  the  violin  to  his 
accompaniment.  And  on  many  evenings, 
artist,  greats  and  near  greats,  would 
perform,  and  I would  join  the  crowd  of 
Maconites  at  Pierce  Chapel,  with  its 
unexcelled  acoustics. 

I loved  old  Wesleyan.  I loved  its 
buildings,  its  traditions,  its  teachers,  its 
leaders,  and  its  students  from  many  places 
in  the  world.  Most  of  all  I loved  its  spirit, 
the  dreams  and  dedication  of  its  founding 
fathers,  of  the  fine  people  who  directed  its 
future  in  the  years  that  followed. 

I read  with  pride  the  last  paragraph  of 
the  marker:  “Through  early  years  of 
doubt,  Wesleyan  College  bore  witness  that 
women  were  capable  of  receiving  higher 
education.  The  motto  on  the  College  seal, 
Scientia  et  Pieta  (science  and  religion) 
represents  ideals  which  have  inspired  her 
graduates  to  go  forth  to  the  far  corners  of 
the  earth,  to  teach,  to  lead,  to  serve.” 


You  know  the  rest  of  the  story.  The 
marker  reads,  “In  1928,  the  college  moved 
six  miles  Northwest  to  the  new  Rivoli 
campus.  The  Wesleyan  Conservatory  and 
the  School  of  Fine  Arts  remained  in  the 
original  buildings  until  1953,  when 
transferred  to  Rivoli.  Old  Wesleyan 
College  and  adjacent  Pierce  Chapel  burned 
February  24,  1963.” 

The  old  bell  became  a lump  of  molten 
metal;  the  Crow’s  Nest,  a tree  house  where 
black-robed  seniors  assembled  the  night 
before  graduation  for  tearful  farewells,  is 
a sentimental  memory.  We  are  proud  of 
Wesleyan  College,  of  what  was,  what  is 
and  what  will  be. 

I congratulate  this  year’s  graduates  and 
wish  them  well  as  they  go  forth  to  the  far 
corners  of  the  earth  to  teach,  to  lead,  to 
serve,  to  work  in  the  limitless  field  now 
available  to  women.  We  are  eternally 
grateful  for  those  ardent  men  who  made 
all  this  possible  when  back  in  1836  they 
took  a giant  step  for  womankind. 


Arnold,  Evelyn  Banks  grew  up  to  be  a 
leader. 


“She  is  always  just  a step  ahead  of  the 
rest  of  us,”  was  a familiar  remark  from 
her  friends  and  family.  Before  she 
graduated  from  Wesleyan  College  in  1914, 
Evelyn  Wright  founded  two  literary 
societies  and  served  as  president  of  one, 
the  Sidney  Lanier  Society. 


After  the  wedding,  Mrs.  Banks  assumed 
an  active  role  in  her  marriage  and  helped 
with  her  husband’s  businesses  and 
philanthropic  interests.  She  was  the 
secretary  for  The  Banks  Foundation,  of 
which  her  husband  was  the  director  and 
founder.  During  WWII,  Mrs.  Banks 
organized  a day  care  center  for  the  children 
of  mothers  doing  ‘war-work’  in  the  mills. 

When  she  wasn’t  assisting  her  husband, 
Mrs.  Banks  spent  her  time  helping  those 


around  her.  She  was  active  in  local 
charities,  church  functions  and  community 
affairs.  For  many  years,  Mrs.  Banks  was 
the  department  head  in  both  the  Primary 
and  Intermediate  Sunday  Schools  for  her 
church.  She  also  served  as  district 
secretary  of  WSCS  as  well  as  president  and 
official  of  her  local  group. 

Known  for  her  ability  to  relate  to 
teenagers,  Mrs.  Banks  was  asked  on  many 
occasions  to  speak  at  the  local  high  school 
and  lead  bible  study  groups.  In  addition  to 
her  church  work,  she  was  the  chairman  for 
the  Red  Cross  in  Coweta  County. 


Working  together,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Banks 
became  involved  in  their  community  and 
in  the  Wesleyan  community.  Whether  it 
was  sponsoring  a foreign  student’s  educa- 
tion or  donating  thousands  of  dollars  to  the 
Methodist  colleges  in  Georgia,  the  Banks 
dedicated  their  lives  to  helping  others  share 
the  “flame  of  knowledge. ’’"i^

Girls  Discover  Mathematics  is  Fur

On  the  first  of  August,  most  10  to  13-year-old  girls  will  be 
out  of  school  for  the  summer,  but  not  at  Wesleyan.  A classroom 
full  of  students  from  the  middle  Georgia  area  will  be  learning 
about  math  and  having  fun. 

While  boys  and  girls  seem  to  achieve  fairly  equally  in 
mathematics  through  the  sixth  grade, 
during  the  seventh  through  ninth 
grades,  some  girls  begin  to 
develop  negative  attitudes 
towards  math.  Given  the 
choice  in  high  school, 
many  girls  will  elect  not  to 
take  math  courses.  In  doing  so 
they  exclude  themselves  from 
many  lucrative  jobs  requiring  a 
background  knowledge  of 
math.  By  avoiding  math  in  high 
school,  unwittingly,  girls  have 
made  a major  career  decision 
by  the  age  of  thirteen. 

However,  studies  have  shown  that  positive  attitudes 
towards  math  can  be  nurtured  if  girls  are  encouraged  to 
believe  that  they  can  succeed  in  math  and  to  see  the 
usefulness  and  importance  of  math  at  an  early  age. 
Wesleyan’s  answer  to  this  dilemma  is  Math  for  Girls,  the 
only  program  of  its  kind  in  the  Southeast.  The  critical  time  for 
building  these  attitudes  is  during  the  middle  grades  when  girls 
can  be  taught  that  math  can  be  enjoyable  and  interesting.  Math 
for  Girls  at  Wesleyan  attends  to  the  needs  of  girls  in  grades  four 
through  eight. 

For  two  and  one-half  hours  a day  for  two  weeks  in  August, 
the  girls  learn  about  nonremedial  math  in  a relaxed  atmosphere. 
The  students  are  introduced  to  nontraditional  areas  of 


mathematics.  The  topics  are  relevant  and  interesting  and  sor 
topics  may  not  even  seem  like  regular  mathematics. 

During  the  sessions,  students  explore  mathematics  in  ne 
ways.  Activities  and  games  feature  problem  solving  ar^ 
stimulate  curiosity  and  interest  in  doing  mathematics.  Studer 
have  the  opportunity  to  make  models,  play  games,  thir! 
creatively,  explore  puzzles,  conduct  experiments,  and  doi| 
projects  all  related  to  mathematical  concepts.  Students  a.1 
motivated  by  their  success  with  these  new  ideas  and  actual 
increase  their  knowledge  of  mathematics.  V| 
relate  the  new  ideas  to  the  types  of  problen, 
encountered  in  the  school  math  class, 
times  you  can  almost  see  the  “ligi 
bulbs”  turning  on. 

Besides  showing  the  relevancj 
of  new  ideas,  the  usefulness  of  maij 
is  also  demonstrated.  Often  tlij 
students  have  never  though 
about  the  math  they  use  in  even 
day  living.  To  help  change 
notions  about  the  usefulnes 
of  math  we  also  discuss  hov 
math  is  important  in  careen 
Comments  by  girls  who  hav 
participated  in  Math  for  Girls  at  Wesleyar 
have  been  enthusiastic:  “During  this  clas' 
I learned  a lot  of  different,  new,  fun,  aiK 
exciting  things.  Some  were  difficult  anc 
some  were  easy  ...  I was  good  at  a lo 
of  things.” 

If  the  girls  leave  the  class  believing  they’ve  had  fun,  tin 
process  of  creating  more  positive  math  attitudes  has  begun,  anc 
accordingly,  new  doors  of  opportunity  may  be  opened.

Dear  Alumnae: 

I am  pleased  to  report  to  you  that  we  have  successfully  concluded  The 
Campaign  for  Advancement  on  schedule.  This  campaign  for  $8.8  million  was 
a daring  task  for  Wesleyan  in  1985,  and  its  success  is  a significant  indication 
of  our  (yours  and  mine)  determination  to  do  more  than  survive. 
The  trustees  and  faculty  are  now  in  the  process  of  considering 
long-range  goals.  Foremost  among  those  goals  is  a 
determination  to  be  recognized  in  the  year  2000  as  the  pre- 
eminent college  for  women  in  the  Southeast. 

You  are  aware  that  Wesleyan’s  enrollment  has  improved 
annually  since  the  fall  of  1986.  The  SAT  scores  of  entering 
freshmen  have  improved  as  well.  Of  the  faculty,  67%  now  have 
Ph.D.’s  or  terminal  degrees  (e.g.,  MFA  in  the  arts). 

We  are  now  completing  the  renovation  of  Taylor  Hall  of 
Science  and  Mathematics.  Last  summer  we  renovated  two 
dormitories  and  completed  the  renovation  of  the  Porter 
Gymnasium.  We  have  just  re-surfaced  four  tennis  courts.  We 
are  now  in  the  early  stages  of  some  renovation  of  the  Art 
Building,  and  we  are  planning  to  purchase  a new  lighting  board 
for  The  Porter  Family  Auditorium.  We  have  improved  the 
endowment,  and  we  have  thereby  improved  compensation  for  the  faculty  and 
staff,  although  by  no  means  enough. 

Wesleyan  held  a number  of  events  celebrating  the  successful  conclusion  of 
the  Campaign  for  Advancement.  The  most  important  aspect  of  those 
celebrations  is  a commitment  to  a brighter  future.

Donald  J.  Welch,  former  president 
of  Scarritt  Graduate  School  in 
Nashville,  TN,  has  been  named 
Vice  President  for  Institutional  Advance- 
ment of  the  College. 

“We  are  indeed  fortunate  to  have  gained 
the  service  of  Don  Welch,”  said  President 
Ackerman.  “He  has  an  immensely  rich 
background  of  experiences  in  higher 
education,  in  the  United  Methodist 
Church,  and  especially  in  higher  education 
related  to  the  church.” 

As  president  and  dean  at  Scarritt  for  over 
eight  years,  Mr.  Welch  recruited  a world- 
renowned  faculty  in  church  music  and 
Christian  education;  increased  unrestricted 
giving  to  over  $1,000,000  per  year;  more 
than  doubled  funds  acting  as  endowment;

Sitting  amidst  boxes  and  books  in  her 
office,  Ann  Munck  ’38  spoke 
fondly  of  her  years  at  Wesleyan, 
both  as  a student  and  as  a professor. 

“The  thing  that  has  meant  so  much  to 
me,”  she  said,  “has  been  the  friends  I’ve 
made.  There’s  no  doubt  about  it.  My  life 
has  been  particularly  enriched  with  the 
people  I’ve  known.’’ 

Miss  Munck’s  friends,  students  and 
colleagues  could  well  use  those  same 
words  to  describe  their  feelings  about  her. 
Inspired  by  her  teaching  and  enriched  by 
her  warm,  caring  personality,  a group  of 
her  former  students  decided  to  establish  in 
her  honor  the  Ann  Munck  Award  for 
Excellence  in  Teaching.  Part  of 
Wesleyan’s  endowment,  the  income  from 
the  fund  will  be  given  to  a faculty  member 
each  year  who  exemplifies  excellence  in 
their  profession. 

A steering  committee  was  formed  that 
included  Laura  Sullivan  Barkley  ’68, 
Gayle  Clark  ’68,  Arline  Atkins  Finch  ’56, 
Connie  Bazemore  Hyde  ’66,  Ruth  Austin 
Knox  ’75,  Eleanor  Adams  Lane  ’58  and 
Marianne  Morris  ’56.  Although  the  project 
'vas  not  initiated  by  the  alumnae 
association,  the  group  decided  to  surprise 
Miss  Munck  with  the  award  during 
alumnae  weekend,  her  Golden  Reunion 
and  her  37th  year  of  teaching  at  Wesleyan. 

Keeping  a secret  from  one  person  is  a 
difficult  task  when  only  a handful  of  people 
know.  Even  with  the  overwhelming 
response  from  nearly  three  thousand 
people  contacted  by  the  steering 
committee,  no  one  breathed  a word  to  Miss 


Munck.  When  her  name  was  announced 
at  the  annual  alumnae  meeting.  Miss 
Munck  was  completely  surprised. 

Arline  Finch  presented  the  award  and 
summed  up  the  feelings  of  those  who 
contributed  to  the  fund  in  her  remarks 
directed  to  Miss  Munck.  “You  have  been 
an  inspiring  presence  on  this 
campus... Your  unswerving,  demanding 
standard  of  excellence  has  been  a constant 
in  the  life  of  this  College  . . . 

“In  the  classroom  you  were  a charming, 
sensitive  taskmaster  who  made  artful  use 
of  the  Socratic  Method  to  challenge  our 
assumptions.  In  your  office,  where 
students  frequently  sought  your  counsel, 
you  listened  with  genuine  interest  and 
respect  . . . 

“From  you  we  learned  the  importance 
of  making  discriminating  decisions  and 
especially,  the  importance  of  accepting 
responsibility  for  the  consequences  of 
those  decisions.  True,  you  nurtured  with 
kindness,  humor,  and  encouragement  our 
sometimes  painful  growth  but  always, 
always,  you  challenged  us  to  do  our  best, 
whatever  the  task,  whatever  the 
circumstance.  In  stimulating  our  intellect, 
you  touched  our  soul.’’ 

Miss  Munck  calls  the  award  “the  best- 
kept  secret.”  She  also  was  presented  a 
scroll,  listing  the  names  of  all  the  donors. 

“To  see  the  names  of  those  people  who 
contributed,”  she  said,  “brought  back  so 
many  memories,  from  where  they  sat  in 
class  to  their  freshmen  term  papers.  I saw 
faces  when  I saw  those  names,  I heard  their 
voices.” 


A native  of  Florida,  Miss  Munck  came 
to  Wesleyan  in  1934  as  a freshman.  Her 
professors,  she  said,  meant  alot  to  her,  and 
she  remembers  them  as  “quite  an  eclectic 
group”  -Miss  Kern,  the  French  teacher 
who  earned  her  degree  at  the  Sorbonne; 
Dr.  Samuel  Akers,  author  of  “The  First 
Hundred  Years  of  Wesleyan  College”  and 
a Yale  graduate;  and  Dr.  Gignilliat,  Jr., 
affectionately  called  “Dr.  Gin”  by  the 
students  and  a graduate  of  Harvard. 

Her  friendship  with  Katharine  Payne 
Carnes  ’13,  former  librarian,  was  a special 
one  that  continued  when  Miss  Carnes 
retired.  Miss  Elizabeth  Winn  ’25,  former 
registrar,  was  another  person  she 
respected. 

In  1938,  Miss  Munck  graduated  from 
Wesleyan,  cum  laude,  with  a degree  in 
history.  For  the  next  six  years,  she  taught 
high  school  English  in  Florida. 

Then  she  returned  to  school  and  earned 
the  master’s  degree  from  Emory 
University.  She  also  studied  at  the 
University  of  Wisconsin  and  the  University 
of  Edinburgh.  She  returned  to  Wesleyan 
in  1950  at  the  request  of  Dr.  Gin. 

At  Wesleyan,  she  has  held  the  positions 
of  assistant  professor,  associate  professor 
and  Alice  Culler  Cobb  Professor  of 
English,  chairman  of  the  department  of 
English,  communication  and  foreign 
languages  and  chairman  of  the  division  of 
humanities.

She  has  served  as  advisor  to  the  Council 
on  Social  Activities,  advisor  of  several  of 
the  classes  and  as  sponsor  for  many  student 
trips  abroad.  She  organized  the  Georgia 
Writers  Series  and  the  George  Warren 
Gignilliat,  Jr.  Poetry  Prize. 

Her  activities  in  Macon  include 
membership  in  Delta  Kappa  Gamma,  the 
Macon  Writers’  Club,  the  History  Club, 
the  American  Association  of  University 
Women,  the  P.E.O.  Sisterhood,  the 
Macon  Concert  Association  and  the  United 
Methodist  Church.

Although  her  office  is  empty,  there  is  a 
familiar  object  that  holds  a special  place 
in  the  hearts  of  Wesleyannes  and  now  in 
the  Lane  Room  as  well-Miss  Munck’s  blue 
lecture  stool.  A brass  plaque  states, 
“Commandeered  from  Ann  Munck  ’38, 
Professor  of  English  1950-1988,  April  18, 
1988.’’ 

And  what  of  her  plans  for  retirement? 
“I  plan  to  enjoy  my  books  and  my 
friends,’’  she  said.  “And  I’m  very  willing

A Legacy  of  Faith 


For  years,  “Go  ask  Alice’’  has 
echoed  through  the  halls  of 
Wesleyan  College.  Anyone  who 
wanted  to  know  anything  about  the  College 
was  sent  to  Alice  Burden  Domingos  ’40, 
the  unofficial  Wesleyan  historian.  During 
her  45  years  of  dedicated  service  to  the 
college  from  1940  to  1985,  Alice  Burden 
Domingos  made  her  own  place  in 
Wesleyan’s  history  through  her  hard  work, 
attention  to  details  and  thorough  research. 

“Alice  was  a walking  encyclopedia  of 
Wesleyan  history,’’  said  Frances  Bruce 
Van  Horn  ’53,  Director  of  Campus  and 
Community  Events.  “Her  ties  to  Wesleyan 
go  back  so  far  that  she  knew  all  about  the 
families  and  their  connections  to  the 
College.’’ 

As  a matter  of  fact,  Alice’s  ties  to  the 
College  date  back  to  1859  when  her  great- 
grandfather, William  Capers  Bass,  was  a 
teacher  and  later  the  seventh  president  of 
Wesleyan.  In  becoming  a Wesley anne,  she 
followed  in  the  footsteps  of  her 
grandmothers,  aunts,  cousins,  and  sister, 
Ann  Maria  Domingos  ’39. 

Her  personal  association  with  Wesleyan 
began  in  1936  when  she  became  a 
freshman  during  Wesleyan’s  centennial 
year.  First  as  a student,  then  as  Registrar 
for  the  Conservatory,  as  Director  of 
Financial  Aid  and  as  Assistant  Director  of 
Alumnae  Affairs,  her  presence  has  been 
felt  on  Wesleyan’s  campus  for  52  years. 

In  a “Salute  to  Alice  Burden 
Domingos,’’  published  in  the  Wesleyan 
College  News,  the  faculty  wrote: 

“In  all  her  responsibilities,  she  has 
^^^xhibited  the  highest  integrity;  she

has  served  as  Wesleyan’s  con 
science.  Hers  has  been  a special 
dignity  that  has  enhanced  and 
strengthened  the  college  ...  All 
who  really  know  her  have 
discovered  that  behind  the  stately 
decorum  there  lurks  a keen  wit  and 
a ready  sense  of  humor.  She  is  a 
courageous  and  strong-willed  lady 
whose  deep  religious  convictions 
have  guided  her  work  at  Wesleyan 
and  in  her  beloved  Vineville 
Methodist  Church.’’ 

Although  all  of  Wesleyan  mourns 
death  of  this  beloved  Wesleyanne,  she\^ 
not  be  forgotten.  Alice  Burden  Doming' 
has  left  us  her  legacy  of  faith  in  the  ftitu 
of  Wesleyan  as  well  as  loyalty  to  the  be 
traditions  of  its  past.

Computes 


In  the  fall  of  1989, 
Wesleyan  College 
freshmen  will  begin 
their  college  careers  with 
the  usual  books  and  supplies 
with  one  special  addition  - 
their  own  personal 
computer.  By  the  fall  of 
1992,  all  fulltime  students 
will  have  computers. 

“Computer  Focus,”  as 
the  project  is  called,  will 
give  all  entering  fulltime 
students  in  the  fall  of  1989 
a computer,  printer  and 
standard  software  that  will 
be  theirs  to  keep  upon 
graduation.  Wesleyan  also 
will  supply  each  fulltime 
faculty  member  with  a 
computer,  printer  and 
standard  software  to  be 
owned  and  maintained  by 
the  College  in  the  fall 
of  1988. 

“We  believe  that 
Wesleyan  is  the  only 
women’s  college  to  offer 
such  a program,”  said 
President  Ackerman.  “It 
may  be  that  Wesleyan  is  the 
only  liberal  arts  college  in 
the  southeast  where  students 
will  have  their  own  PCs.” 

An  ad  hoc  committee 
comprised  of  four  members, 
John  A Rakestraw,  Jr., 
assistant  professor  of  philos- 
ophy and  religion; 
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Fletcher  Anderson, 
professor  of  music;  Paula 
McMullan,  assistant 
professor  of  computer 
science;  and  Lynn  Velie, 
assistant  professor  of 
business,  researched  the 
feasibility  of  the  computer 
program  for  several  months 
before  the  faculty  approved 
the  proposal  in  April.  The 
Board  of  Trustees  approved 
financing  the  computer 
program  at  their  meeting 
in  May. 

“Faculty  members  intend 
to  use  the  computer  in  our 
classes  to  support  those 
things  we  normally  do  and 
where  it  seems  appropriate 
to  do  some  things  we 
haven’t  been  able  to  do 
without  computers,”  said 
Rakestraw,  chairman  of  the 
computer  committee.  “At 
the  beginning  of  the 
summer,  the  faculty  were 
already  expressing  interest 
in  when  the  computers  will 
arrive  and  how  they  can 
incorporate  different 
software  programs  into  their 
classroom  teaching.”

Inspiration 
to  Dream 


At  Wesleyan’s  148th 
commencement 
exercises,  Eugene 
Lang,  philanthropist  and 
businessman,  was  looking  to 
recruit  a few  good  women. 
Not  to  fulfill  their  patriotic 
duty,  but  to  help  disadvan- 
taged school  children  learn 
to  dream. 

“The  core  of  American 
defense  is  not  in  the  Oval 
Office  or  outer  space,  but  it 
resides  in  the  opportunities 
we  give  our  children,”  he 
said.  “You  have  the  energy 
and  ideals  to  fight  the 
good  fight.” 

Lang  is  the  founder  and 
president  of  REFAC  Devel- 
opment Corporation  who 


gained  national  recognitio: 
in  1981  when  he  offered  a 
unique  opportunity  to  53 
students  in  the  sixth  grade 
graduating  class  at  his  air 
mater  in  East  Harlem,  Ni' 
If  they  would  stay  in  schc 
and  make  good  grades,  he 
would  give  each  of  them  a 
college  scholarship. 

“Even  before  I could 
consider  the  arithmetic,  it 
was  out  of  my  mouth,” 
Lang  told  the  commence- 
ment audience.  “The 
next  day,  when  I 
sobered  up,  I asked 
myself  - ‘now  what?’  ” 
Lang  realized  that  the 
high  school  dropout  rate  f 
that  area  was  over  75  per 
cent.  The  children  of 
Harlem  would  have  to 
overcome  environmental  as 
well  as  educational 
disadvantages.  So  he 
founded  a program  to 
inspire  the  children  to  stay 
in  school  and  dream.  He 
called  his  project,  “I  Have 
A Dream,”  after  the 
famous  speech  by  the  late 
Rev.  Martin  Luther 
King,  Jr. 

Ninety  per  cent  of  the 
graduating  class  of  P.S.  121 
graduated  from  high  school 
and  almost  half  started 
college  last  fall.  Lang 
expects  that  two-thirds  wil 
be  in  college  by  this  fall. 
Now  over  SBOO  students  ar 
‘dreamers’  in  17  cities 
across  the  country. 
Although  the  number  of 
sponsors  has  grown  from 
one  to  over  150,  Lang  say 
there  is  a need  for  more. 

“Invest  your  passion, 
your  learning  and  your 
ideals,”  Lang  told  the 
graduates.  “The  mightiest 
arms  race  in  history  is  the 
race  to  put  our  arms  aroun> 
our  children,  around  all  our 
children.  Star  Wars  has  no 
place  if  its  price,  in  effect, 
denies  our  children  the  rigli 
to  dream.” 
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Fried  chicken,  fun  and  fellowship  was  the  fare  for  the  day  during  Dinner  on  the  Grounds.  Held  on 

April  24,  the  event  celebrated  the  success  of  the  Campaign  for  Advancement  and  all  those  who  made 
the  success  a reality.
